New  Parking  Lot  Breaks  Ground 

A groundbreaking  ceremony  for  City  Parking  Lot  #760  was  held  in  Venice  on  Monday,  March 
21,  201 6. The  lot  is  located  Irving  Tabor  Court  between  Venice  and  Palms  Blvds.  The  surface, 
public  parking  lot  will  have  50  single-space  metered  parking  spaces,  bike  racks,  permeable 
concrete  paving,  lighting  and  landscaping. Construction  is  expected  to  be  completed  within  four 
months  and  total  construction  budget  is  approximately  $750,000  contributed  by  LADOT. Bureau 
of  Engineering  is  the  Project  Manager  and  the  General  Services  Department  is  the  Construction 
Manager.  This  project  will  help  enhance  the  quality  of  life  for  residents  and  merchants.
